Comprehensive View Aim of 


Mixes 


Work with Business. 


Had Submarine Scare While 
Crossing At Atlantic. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
March 12.—Secre- 
tary Baker's letter to President Wil- 
son asking for permission to ab- 
sent himeelf from his office long 
enough to make an inspection trip 
of the American expenditionary 
forces in France, and a visit to Lon- 
don and Paris was made public here 
today, together with the President's 

reply granting his request. 

r. Baker wrote the’ President that 
he had been repeatedly urged by 
Gen. Pershing to visit the army and 
inspect ports, transportation and 
storage facilities and camps. 

The President replied that he be- 
Meved the Secretary's visit would 
add to the morale of the army 
abroad and at home, and that his 
visit would be “serviceable to all of 
us to have the comprehensive view 
which you will bring back with} 
you.” 

Mr. Baker's letter follows: 

February 20, 1918. 

“My Dear Mr. President: Ii have 
had re ted cablegrams and ietters 
from n. Pershing urging that I 
vist our expeditionary forces 
France, and as our plans have gone 
forward, I have come more and 
more to realize the need of an ac- 
tual inspection of ports, transporta- 
tion and storage facilities and 
camps of our overseas army. 

“Of course, we are constantly hav- 
ing officers of the several armies re- 
turning from France with infotma- 
tion and recommendations — but 
they frequently serve only to illus- 
trate the impossibility of securing 
a complete view of the situation ad 
any other source than a personal in 

tion. 

“In addition te this the relatives 
and friends of our soldiers are deep- 
ly concerned to know the conditions 
under which these soldiers live and 
the environment in which they find 
themselves. It will be of impor- 
tance if I can give comforting as- 
surances as the result of an actual 
visit to the camps; and it may be 
that I can suggest betterments as 
the result of our experience here 
where great encampments have 
been built up, and a most whole- 
some and’ helpful environment pro- 
vided with the co-operation of all 
the helpful and sympathetic agen- 
cles which the people of the coun- 
try have placed at our disposal. 

“The various reorganizations in 
the War Department have now pro- 
gressed to a place where I feel that 
they will proceed uninterrupteély 
with their task, and I can with 
more comfort than would have been 
possible at an earlier time, be ab- 
sent for a brief time. I am writ- 
ing, therefore, to ask your consent 
to my absence long, enough to pay 
a hurried visit to France for such an 
inspection trip as I have herein out- 
lined. My plans would cafry me to 
France and would inelude a thor- 
ough inspection of our porte, lines of 
transportation and communication 
and camps, with a brief visit to 
Paris and- London.

THIRTEEN PLANES LOST.

German airplanes and three balloons 
were put out of action by the British 
last Friday, it is announced officially.

“Three observation balloons were 
destroyed by our airplanes on Fri- 
day. Five German machines were 
owned in aerial fighting, seven were 
riven out of control and one was 
brought down by infantry fire. Four 
of our machines are missing. 

“More than 400 bombs were 
dropped on the Menin, Roulers, 
Ledeghern and Solesines railway 
stations.”

STATE AND NATION. 

As the date for the summer primaries 
approaches, American citizenship is prepar- 
ing anew to select the representatives in 
the States and the nation who shall direct 


for the next two years the destinies of the 


republic. A new House of Representatives 
will be ; each of the forty-eight sov- 
ereign States that constitute the nation will 
elect new Legislatures; one-third the mem- 
bership of the Senate will be elected: and 
about half the States will choose new exec- 
‘utive officers. 

Opponents of democratic government 
still cling to the old autocratic dictum that 
in times of peril democracies destroy them- 
selves and they imagine that the United 
‘States will not be able to conduct success- 
fully a foreign war and a political campaign 
at the same time. Administration papers in 
Germany and Austria are already assuring 
their readers that, by the time the real bat- 
tle royal of Democrats, Republicans and So- 
cialists for the flesh pots of office begins 
next summer, the Liberty Army in France 
will be left on its own resources. 

But the chatter of jackdaws is not likely 
to disturb seriously the equanimity of the 
American eagle. Yes, the foes of America 
will discover when the elections are over, 
that, despite minor differences on methods, 
there is just one party in the United States 
at this time and that is what our enemies 
would term a “war party.” The Times pro- 
claims at the outset, while not renouncing 
one fota of its proved Republicanism, that 
a Demotratic Congress which will sanely sup- 
port the administration is to be preferred to 
a Republican Congress elected by pacifist 
and pro-German support. Let there be no 
mistake about it; the next Congress must be 
a Congress In khaki. 

Loyalty and Republicanism have always 
been synonymous terms in this country. 
however, and the politica] trend of the last 
few months has indicated that President 
Wilson is receiving more loyal support, on 
the whole, from the Republican members of 
Congress than from his very own. Three 
great Republicans, Taft, Root and Hughes, 
have warned the representatives of their 
party that unless they can offer constructive 
criticism they must hold their peace. The 
carping criticism has all come from the 
Democratic benches. 

Il. 

Congress elections held last week in four 
New York City districts revealed that New 
York has raised its loyalty to a higher 
standard as the country has become a more 
active participant in the war. Last fall 
Mayor Mitchel was beaten tn New York for 
re-election through a combination of pacifist 
and proGerman influences. Determined 
that such a travesty on loyalty and democ- 
racy should not be repeated, the Repubit- 


cans joined with the Democrats in burying 


the pacifist-Socialist-pro-German combination 
under an avalanche of adverse votes, last 
week. The four new Congressmen are sup- 
porters of the war policy of the administra- 
tion, and the Socialist vote fell away below 
that cast for Hiliquit last year. This result 
may be taken as a precursor of what will 
happen in November, provided loyal mem- 
bers of each party bestir themselves in time 
to make certain that loyal, fighting Amert- 
cans are nominated in every Congress dis- 
trict. 

President Wilson may learn something to 
his*®advantage by observing closely the 
present attitude of the Republican party and 
contrasting it with that of the Democrats 
during the War of the Rebellion. Putting 
patriotism before partisanship seems to be 
a distinctively Republican trait; neither the 
Democrats nor the Socialists have been able 
to do it. 


State elections this year must not be for- 
gotten. Hach State government should strip 
itself of all useless commissions and depart- 
ments and reduce its expenditures to the 
minimum "as a war measure. As the na- 
tional taxes increase the State taxes should 


lessen; as the national government assumes . 


new functions the State governments should 
be less rigid in their treatment of private 
industry. In other words, labor and indus- 
try should be relieved of the burden of 
State paternalism and have an opportunity 
to earn the money with which to meet the 
increased national expenditures occasioned 
by the war. : 

During the last six years California has 
been setting an example to other States in 
costly faddist legislation and State extrava- 
gances; and the present is an excellent time 
for California to take the lead in the return 
to sanity and saving. Although hampered 
seriously by a badly misdirected direct pri- 
mary law, it is still possible for the voters 
of the State to form temporary organiza- 


tions that will permit them to take stock un- 


officially of the different candidates whose 
names will appear on the party ballots at 
the primaries As in national politics, The 
Times, while a stand-pat Republican jour- 
nal, will view each candidate from the broad 
basis of patriotism rather than on the nar- 
row plane of partisanship. It will be time 
enough to repair party fences and settle 
party disputes after the victory for liberty 
has been won. 

Shoals of self-nominating candidates are 
already infesting the legislative waters. 
Most of the petty pay-roll patriots of the old 
Johnson machine are offering themselves for 
re-election. Some of them of the Henry Lyon 
type. Joined to them are scores of other 
undesirables who seek political office for 
personal gain. They figure that they may be 
able to slip by in the self-nominating pri- 
maries. Only patriotic vigilance on the 
part of the electorate will frustrate their 
designs. The Times believes that an 
awakened public conscience will cause rep- 
resentative men and women to make the 
sacrifice which holding legislative office en- 


_| tails on those who really do things. The 


Times is a stalwart Republican newspaper; 
but it will support no man simply because 
he is a Republican; it will oppose no man 
simply because he is a Democrat; but it will 
give the aid of its columns to the candidate 
whose promises for future conduct square 
with a past record for loyalty, decency, good 
sense and goo4 citizenship.

Coming to the consideration of men, it is 
apparent at the present time that Gov. 
Stephens has a lead over eil other an- 
‘nounced Republican candidates, as far as 
Southern California, at least, is concerned, 
because he is a bona fide resident of the 
South and is the only Republican from this 
section who has entered the race. Handi- 
capped by his former political associations, 
bis integrity is above suspicion. While not

an ideal candidate, he is a likable man. 


Governor is a stalwart Republican and one 
of the South who can fill the bill. 

J. O. Hayes, the San Jose publisher, comes 
before the State electorate with an untar- 
nished record for Republicanism, but he is 
a@ northern man and there is a general feel- 
ing throughout the southern and central 
parts of the State that the next Governor 
should come from the South. If elected, 
however, he would make an excellent Gov- 
ernor in some respects. } 

Mayor Rolph of San Francisco is an “off- 
agin, on-agin” candidate, who draws his 
support chiefly from a faction of the old 
Johnson machine and from the labor unions. 
His record as Mayor of San Francisco is 
sufficient to damn him in the eyes of every 
independent voter. 

Thomas Lee Woolwine, our militant Dis- 
trict Attorney, is making a straightaway 
campaign fer the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination. He is at present touring the 
northern districts, press reports indicating 
that both his friends and his political en- 
emies know when he strikes a town. Wool- 
wine has made a good record as District At- 
torney of Los Angeles county. 

Political opportunists are seeking to cre- 
ate a boom for Frank Heney for any nomi.- 
nation which happens to be unattached. 
They are trying to make'capital out of his 
Federal appointment to create sentiment in 
his favor. Heney is.a characteristic soldier 
of fortune. He does not hesitate fo register 
under any party affiliation that promises 
success, to seek any party nomination and 
to move from section to section of the State 
whenever locality promises to be an asset. 

Joseph Rominger, present State Senator, 
is a candidate for Lieutenant-Governor. He 
is a loyal Republican and has made an ex- 
cellent record in both Houses of the Legis- 
lature. 

The Times will freely comment on other 
developments as they come and will leave 
no doubt as to its attitude toward men and 
things.

WATER-POWER LEASING BILL. 
That Gifford Pinchot should have per- 
suaded Secretary of War Baker to an active 
support of the Water Power Leasing Bill 
is not an occasion of surprise considering 
the record of Baker in dealing with public 
matters. But that he should have succeed- 
ed in hornswoggling Franklin K. Lane will 
astonish those who have hitherto placed 
confidence in the clear head and patriotic 
impulses of the Secretary of the Interior. | 
Secretary Baker declares the Pinchot 
measure to be a conservative and a war 
measure. It conserves nothing—for the wa- 
ters of the Colorado River will continue to 
flow to the sea “unconserved” by it. It is 
not a war measure, for its passage will 

never aid to equip a soldier or fire a gun. 
Admitting that it is desirable to increase 
the amount of electric power that may be 
withdrawn from the air by building more 
dams across streams, how would: the build- 
ing of such dams be encouraged by depriv- 
ing all persons of the right to build then 
except such corporations as were permitted 
by a lease issued by an irresponsible bu- 
reau officer at Washington? If a company 
of capitalists wish to build a dam above 
the head of navigation on the Colorado or 
the Sacramento or other river, for instance, 
and can secure a site for their works by 
purchase or location, they may do so with- 
out license from anybody and may_ sell the 
electric juice they develop to raflroads or 
lighting or power plants at prices and un- 
der conditions that may We regulated by 
the State Board of Public Utilities. Of 
what benefit will it be to the public or to 
anybody except the favored fents of 
leases to make the obtainment of a lease 


and the profits that may be made from it 


dependent upon the caprice or corruption 
of some jack-in-the-box Federal official at 
Washington? 

The God's truth about this power-site leas- 
ing bill is that it is a scheme of the present 
owners of hydroelectric plants in the Pa- 
cific and transmontane States to preserve 
the monopoly which they have for years 
enjoyed by preventing the erection of more 


water-power electric plants unless the mem- . 


bers of the monopoly erect them. This 
they can do if the water-power bill shall 


take away from the States their control of | 


the water of non-navigable streams and 


give it to some official in Washington who | 


will be the tool of the Pinchot gang.

Cafital Issues Committee of the Fed- 
ral Reserve Board has 
nati@nal work which is comparable 
with that of the Food Administra- 
tion co ission, only, instead of 
food, the Capital Issues Committee 
is to conserve credit, capital, indus- 
try and material. : 

Paul M, Warburg, vice-chairman 
of the Federal Reserve Board at 
Washington, is chairman of the Cap- 
ital Issues Committee, the other 
members being Frederic A. Delano 
and Charles 8. Hamlin. This com- 
mittee is aided by a National Advi- 
sory Committee composed of Allen 
B. Forbes of New York, F. H. Goff 
of Cleveland and Henry C. Flower of 
Kansas City. 

A local committee has been or- 
ganized in each of the Federal re- 
serve districts. For the Twelfth Dis- 
trict, which includes California, Or- 
egon, Washington, Idaho, Nevada, 
Utah and most of Arizona, the com- 
mittee consists of: Chairman, John 
Perrin of the Federal Reserve 
Board; vice-chairman, James K. 
Lynch, governor of the San Fran-

Hellman, Sr., -of the Nevada Na- 
tional Bank of San “Francisco; 
George J. Weeks of the National 
City Company's San Francisco office, 
and Joseph F. Sartori, president of 
the Security Trust and Savings Bank 
and the Security National Bank of 
Los Angeles.

WASHINGTON TO DECIDE.

COMMITTEE'S STATEMENT. 
The policy of the committee in 
general has been officially stated as 
follows: 
“It is only by subordinating local 
and persona! interests to the public 
welfare, and by enforcing the most 
rigid economy in matters of public 
and private enterprise, as well as in 
matters of personal’ expenditure, 
that the United States can hope to 
bedr its part of the financial bur- 
den of the war and to release suffi- 
cient labor and materials for war 
purposes without depletion of its 
own resources.”’

chairman. Through this committee 
the publiie service commissions of 
the various States will voluntarily 
exert their power against issues of 
capital which are not absolutely es- 
sential at this time, it is stated. 
In order that structural steel and 
other materials may be available for 
shipbuilding and war work, an effort 
will be made to limit all new bulld- 
ing enterprises which would be a 
drain upon the country’s iron re- 
sources. 

Local committees are co-operating 
with those who wish to ask the 
sanction of the committee for’ pro- 
posed security issues by helping
